WASHIHGTOH, October 17.—In the case to 
tent the constitutionality of the Michigan 
law providing for the choioe of Presiden- 
tial electors by Congressional districts, 
which was appealed from the Michigan 
Supreme Court, the United States Supreme 
Court decided that the act was constitu- 
tional. 


ChM Justice Falter, in announcing the 


conclusion of the Court, said the an- 
nouncement was made at this time b»oanae 
of the exigency requiring an early action, 
Hereafter the Conit wonld file an opinion 
setting forth more tally the grounds on 
which it decided the case. 
The Chief 


Justice said the Court ruled thus in view 
of the language of the clause of the Con- 
stitution giving to State legislation the 
right to determine the method of choosing 
Presidential electors and the contempora- 
neous construction that it cannot be held 


B bill modeled somewhat after the Sher- 
man Commodity A.ct.

the people believe that because Mr 
Simpaon, who introduced the bill, is ad- 
vocating the election of General Wearer 
that the People's party and the Silver 
party are committed to bis bill. They 
overlook the fact that Senator Stanford 
of California, who IB an ardent supporter 
of President Uurrison and telegraphed 
bis congratulations to him from Europe 
when he wus nominated at Minneapolis, 
introduced a similar bill in the Senate, 
and that if the People's party is respon- 
sible for Jerry Simpson's measure, the 
Republican party must necessarily be 
held accountable for Senator Stanford's 
bill. 
By the same parity of reasoning 


the Democratic party would be c»m- 
niitted to the free coinage of silver, as 
Bland of Missouri has repeatedly intro- 
duced a bill for that purpose. 


Senator Stanford's bill, like Simpson's, 


provides that the Government shall take 
the farmer's grain and issue negotiable 
receipts for the same, the grain to be 
stored in Government warehouses untjl 
disposed of. It is bisod on tho principle 
of the Sherman Silver Commodity Act 
now in force, wlncli authorizes the pur- 
chase of bullion and its storagj in Gov- 
ernment vaults instead of coming it and 
issuing tho coins for the redemption o( 
Government obligations as it should do, 
thus increasing the circulating medium. 


What the People's putty and Silver 


party do advocate and demand is "the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
tho present latio of 10 grains of silver to 
1 grain of gold." 
Jerry Simpson and 


every repiosentative of the People's party 
in Congress voted for that bill. 
It was 


introduced by 
Senator 
Stewart, and 


through hia influence iu the Senate it 
jnssed that body. 
It went to the House 


ot Representatives, where Mr. Bartinc 
declared on the 18th of last July that its 
pi\»suge was of more importance than 
tho success of any political piuty. 
Now 


lie proclaims on tbe stump here in Ne- 
vndii that through the courtesy of Mr. 
J.i'.uul he wus permitted to make the 
closing argument on the bill, but he does 
not give the result of his speed). The 
Congressional Record does, however, and 
it shows that Mr. Baitine and seven 
other Republicans voted for the bill. 


If a party is responsible for what an 


individual member of it may do or for 
the principles he may advocate of his 
own volition, then the Republican party 
is committed to the views of Senator 
Stanford as much as the People's party 
is to the ideas of Jerry Simpson.
